LOEB, THE EFFICIENT. 

William Loeb, Jr., retiring collec- 
tor of the port of New York, has made the 
sort of federal official that illustrates 
what government service might become if 
it were conducted purely on the merit sys- 
tem and without a tincture of politics. 
The other night representative New York- 
ers gave Mr. Loeb a farewell dinner and 
a mammoth loving cup. Conspicuous 
among the guests and speakers who bore 
witness to Mr. Loeb’s worth were Mayor 
Gaynor, Seth Low, Justice A F. Jenks 
and Andrew Carnegie. Most notable of all, 
practically every big importing house in 
the metropolis had a representative at the 
feed. When it is remembered that Loeb’s 
law enforcements first infuriated and an- 
tagonized the importers, the significance of 
this latter feature is apparent. 

Loeb already enjoyed a reputation for 
phenomenal efficiency under Roosevelt and 
in the government service when he went 
to New York. As the Colonel’s secretary 
he was known as the man who got things 
done with the least friction and confusion. 
His discretion was proverbial. But his 
friends sighed for him when he went to 
New York. The collectorship of the port 
in the richest entrepot of the country has 
been the graveyard of many reputations, 
ranging from outright connivance to that 
form of wrong doing that confines itself 
simply to blind and lazy compliance with 
the aggressors. e 
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porters and travelers pay duties would 
soon pass. It did not. The least impor- 
tant returning American, and Croesus him- 
self, had to respect the tariff law. Women- 
folk who had for years been used to hav- 
ing customs attaches defer to their names 
and wealth and. permit them to slip past 
dutiable articles, found themselves com- 
pelled to declare all such or face prosecu- 
tion. Importers who had previously “ar- 
ranged” matters with men higher up, found 
old compacts voided with no chance to 
sign new treaties. 

Having made an international name for 
efficiency and incorruptibility of the first 
grade, Loeb now leaves the government 
and is to take a big job with a western 
corporation. The country loses a splen- 
did servant. He accurately typifies the 
sort of employee this government must 
develop if it is to approximate the dol- 
lar-value service it has a right to exact. 


IT IS ALREADY AWAKING. 


Vice President Marshall is a most ex- 
cellent public servant and a_ striking 
phrase-maker, but it is debatable if some- 
times his statements do not lose effect 
through over-emphasis. For instance, in a 
recent address in New York city he ex- 
pressed himself somewhat luridly about 
industrial discontent in this country and 
intimated that “big business” must de- 
velop a conscience if it wished to check 
the growth of socialism. Later, he ap- 
peared in a newspaper interview to the ef- 
fect that “men of judgment” had told him 
they believed if a referendum were taken 
in America tomorrow sentiment would be 
in favor of having revert to the state all 
fortunes in excess of $100,000 on the death 
of their owners. 

About the increase in 
can be no doubt. The 
last three presidential elections 
themselves and defy refutation. And it 
is also probable that in both of the old 
parties and in the national progressive 
party also there are strong socialistic ten- 
dencies held by men who are too innately 
conserva:ive to subscribe to all of the 
socialist propaganda. It would not be 
even, to see socialism gather 
an astounding access of recruits within 
the next few years. But we have little fear 
that that creed, as such, ever will. domi- 
nate or come near dominating the politics 
of America. 

For this belief there 
reason, and that reason is that “big 
business” is already awaking and carry- 
ing out the theory of Vice President Mar- 
shall by acquiring a very healthy con- 
science. The phenomenon is noticeable in 
virtually every part of America, and it is 
not confined to the large corporations. 
The smaller ones are seeing the light. 
More significant, even, than that, men of 
huge wealth, such as Andrew § Carnegie, 
John D. Rockefeller and others, Itave dis- 
covered that they cannot ignore the pub- 
lic, and that the primitive golden rule is 
as applicable to their huge undertakings 
as to the humblest business deal. This is 
not to say that all, or even the majority 
of the “big business” class is awake or 
in possession of the right sort of con- 
science; if that were so, many of our 
most formidable problems would disappear 
automatically. But the tendency is all in 
that direction, and so healthful is it that 
we have little fear of its being checked. 

As to the vice president’s expressions 
regarding the repression of large fortunes. 
that is premature. Some day it may be 
essential to apply the curb to wealth in 
this country, in forms more drastic than 
those now available. But we do not be 
lieve the majority of Americans favor the 
sharp limitations mentioned by Mr. Mar- 
shafl. His mistake, and that of those he 
has consulted, is in mistaking the whole- 
some process of readjustment for the men- 
acing whirlwind of revolution. For not 
only is big business and its conscience 
awake, but the vast majority of voters 
in this country as well. They intend to 
see that equity is done as between wealth 
and the people, that power is made to he- 
have itself and justice given its ultimate 
interpretation. In the effort to enforce 
these ends, a great many people may be 
allured by the fantastic program of the 
socialists. But the needed reforms and 
readjustments in this country will come, 
not by socialism or even an approach of 
it, but through rich and poor, high and 
low, working together through. the estab- 
lished political forms already at their dis- 
posal.

Gossip Caught in Corridors 
Of the National Capitol 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 


Washington, April 20.—For the first time 
in history United States senators have their 
ears to the ground. They want to know 
whaj the people of the country think about 
the Underwood tariff bill. : 

The reason for this attitude is to be found 
in the adoption of the 
latest amendment to 
the constitution which 
provides for the popular 
election of senators. 
The senate has become 
a representative body, 
theoretically, at least. 
In reality it may not be 
as representative body 
right now as it will be 
after the people have 
had a chance at it, but 
constructively it is now 
as clase to the masses 
of the people as the 
house of represent- 
atives. 

No longer isthe sen- 
ate “the saucer into 


John Corrigan, Jr. which the hot tea of 
the house is poured to cool,” as George 


Washington once characterized the upper 
branch of the national legislature. On the 
contrary, it is to become one of the pots in 
which the legislative tea will be brewed. 
Popular elections places the senators in a 
vastly different relation to the people. They 
must be keen in analyzing the public tem- 
per and quick to respond to the popular will 
if they are to retain their togas. 

Thirty-two senators must face re-election 
under changed cond@tions next year, and 
thirty-two“more must go up against the same 
proposition two years later. The most im- 
portant thing congress can and will do prior 
to these elections is the enactment of the 
new tariff law. Senatorial hopes of re-elec- 
tion must rise or fall on the popular verdict 
passed on the proposed customs legislation. 

Better Now Than Later. 

Hence it is obvious why senators of both 
parties are anxious to learn what the people 
think of the schedules established in the Un- 
derwood bill. They would much prefer to 
know what the. people think of the measure 
before they vote on it than after they have 
voted. Accordingly, they are seeking infor- 
mation from every -possible source that will 
give them a line on the popular opinion of 
the bill. They are reading the newspapers 
and they are studying the resolutions and 
letters and telegrams. Indeed, they are 
urging their constituents to write to them, 
expressing freely and frankly their views on 
the tariff question. If Mr. Constituent ap- 
proves the Underwood bill, Mr. Senator would 
like to Know it, and the best way he can 
get that information is a personal letter 
from Mr. Constituent. 

Thus the old order has changed. Here- 
tofore it was the house only that was anx- 
fous to ascertain and reflect the popular will. 
The senate has been distinctly a deliberative 
body, and time and again it has proved 
entirely too deliberative in responding to 
the demands of the people. That is the rea- 
son the constitutional amendment changing 
the method of electing senators was adopted 
and ratified in such a hurry. Senators real- 
ize the fact, and therein lies the explanation 
of their sudden change of attitude. 

Perhaps the most surprising result of this 
change is to be found in the effect it has 
had upon the methods of lobbyists, or legis- 
lative agients, as they prefer to be called. For 
the first time in the history of tariff legis- 
lation Washington its not overrun with lob- 
byists—high-priced lawyers, publicists and 
representatives of commercial and industrial 
organizations of all kinds. 

The lobbyist, quick to recognize the 
change in conditions, has discovered that the 
influence over the senator must come in the 
future from “back home.” Accordingly it is 
up to him to change his methods, and en- 
deavor to stimulate a flood of protests and 
demands from such constituents of said sen- 
ator as he oan influence to make them. These 
find expression in telegrams, letters, petf- 
tions and resolutions. The day of individual 
pressure on the senator has passed, and the 
day of popular pressure Is at hand. 

If the lobbyist is against the 
schedule he is trying to get every man 
directly or indirectly interested in the beet 
sugar industry of the middle west and west, 
and the cane sugar industry of the south, 
to write a personal letter to one or more 
senators protesting vigorously against that 
schedule. If he is opposed to free raw wool, 
he is doing the same sort of missionary work 
amone the people interested in the 
growing industry: 

It goes without saying that tariff 
law which is to be enacted is a revision 
downward. The country demands that, and 
will have it. The country demanded that 
four years ago and did not get it. That is 
the reason there is a democratic congress on 
capitol hill and a democratic president in the 
white house to sign the tariff bill when it 
is passed. That is the reason—coupled with 
the adoption of the new amendment to the 
constitution—that the Underwood bill is 
going through the democratic caucus un- 
amended, and will also go through the sen- 
ate a complete measure with mighty few 
changés in the bill as it now stands, far less 
than any previous tariff bill in the history of 
the country. 

Backbone Is Broken. 

The backbone of the opposition to the 

tariff bill, as now written, {s broken. The

“The people next door have a terrible 
son,” sald the landlady. “He doesn’t pay the 
least attention to their commands. Children 
who won't obey their parents are sure to 
come to a bad end.” 

“I never could see ahy good reason why 
children should obey their parents,” re- 
marked the star boarder. “There is a theo- 
ry that they should do so, as there is a 
theory that a wife should honor and obey 
her husband, which she never does, unless 
she finds that course to her advantage. If 
a husband rises like a giant in his wrath 
and commands his wife to go to the milll- 
nery store and buy herself a new hat, she 
bows to his decree, however preposterous 
it may seem to her; but if he tells her to 
quit fooling away time gossiping with the 
neighbors, and have his meals ready on time, 
she regards him as a tyrant and ignores 
his stern behest. 

“There should be a law, my dear Mrs. 
Jiggers, defining the powers and privileges 
of parents. As things are now they exer- 
cise despotic powers, and make cruel and 
unusual demands of their offspring, and they 
are supported and indorsed by sentimental 
people like yourself. Young and inexperi- 
enced parents are not so bad, but the love 
of authority grows and increases, and fa- 
thers and mothers soon become intolerable. 
They begin, to look upon their children as 
goods and chattels, not as free agents. They 
are lords of high justice, the middle and the 
lows If a father meets a father coming 
through the rye, and swats him blithely on 
the nose, he will be arrested and fined and 
everybody will consider his punishment just. 
It is a generally accepted fact that nobody 
has the right to go around administering 
chastisement with his’ fists. But that same 
father may go home and apply the bastinado 
to his youthful son, for some trifling of- 
fense, and public sentiment will uphold him. 
The wise old women of the neighborhood, 
landladies of family boarding houses and 
others, will quote old sayings about sparing 
the rod and spoiling the child, and about 
a toothless child being sharper than a ser- 
pent’s fangs. The unfortunate kid never 
receives any sympathy. He is looked upon 
as a hardened reprobate who will end .a 
misspent life upon the gallows. 

“I know that it is customary to speak 
with emotion of one’s parents, but if people 
were quite candid and truthful such a cus- 
tom would have to be abandoned. I had pa- 
rents myself, Mrs. Jiggers, improbable as it 
may seem. My father was an intensely dis- 
agreeable man. I cannot recall a redeeming 
trait in his character. From my earliest in- 
fancy I took a pardonable pride in disobey- 
ing him on every possible occasion. What- 
ever success [ have achieved in life is due 
to the fact that I refused to be guided by 
my parents. They had the idea that I should 
be doing something useful all the _ time. 
No child should be expected to do useful 
things. Childhood is the playtime of life, 
and boys and girls should laugh the pre- 
cepts of their parents to scorn, and do fool- 
ish things.

-Whenever possible I ran away 
and went fishing or swimming, and then 
when I returned home that reprehensible 
parent would be waiting for me with a sec- 
tion of the plow harness, and the subse- 
quent proceedings were too harrowing for 
description. Even in those days I used to 
wonder where he got his authority for such 
drastic action. 

“As a rule the boy who refuses to abey 
his parents becomes an excellent citizen in 
his mature years. The fact that he would 
not accept the yoke of bondage in his youth 
argues an unconquerable spirit, the spirit 
of our revolutionary sires, who rebelled 
against the parental authority of Great 
Britain. The boy who meekly submits to 
his parents, and stays at home weeding the 
garden when he should be stealing harvest 
apples or strawberries, becomes a milksop 
and a mollycoddle when he reaches man’s 
estate, and he is almost sure to wear side- 
whiskers and sing tenor in a glee club.”

A HOUSE OF TRAGEDY.

My little old man was back in his corner 
again, sipping his Turkish coffee, when I 
appeared. ‘A few days had passed since, 
lounging in the same corner, he had told 
me the story of King Peter of Servia, and 
had promised me for today a story of the 
Austrian royal family. 

“Was it Holland I promised?’ he asked.

New News of Yesterday . 


How Amos Cummings Became Managing 
Editor. 


_

The late Amos J. Cummings, who from 
1887 until his death, in 1902, represented a 
New York city district in the lower house of 
congress at Washington, was earlier widely 
Known as a very successful newspaper man. 

Mr. Cummings was also proud of the fact 
that he got his training for newspaper work 
by learning to set type. After service in the 
civil war he was employed by The New York 
Tribune, where, in fact, before the war he 
had served as compositor and later as proof- 
reader. On the night of Washington's birth- 
day, in 1860, Mr. Cummings read proof of the 
now historic address delivered by Abraham 
Lincoln at Cooper institute, New York. Mr. 
Lincoln sat by his side holding the manu- 
script while Cummings read the proof. 

Cummings, of course, never had dreamed 
that the man who held the manuscript sheets 
would become president of the United States. 
Nor did he have the slightest idea that the 
manuscript itself would be of any value. It 
was Kept for a while, and then sold, with 
other waste paper, to the junkman. 

Mr. Cummings established his fame as a 
journalist while serving as managing editor 
of The New York Sun, under Charles A. 
Dana. I asked him one day why he gave 
up a fine position which he held as city 
editor of The New York Tribune. In reply 
he said: 

“Wetl, if I tell you that story “I shall tell 
you one of several incidents which have 
Nnappened in the course of my active life, 
when, after having been discharged or told 
that my services were no longer needed, 1 
passed speedily from a position of disap- 
pointment, and in one or two instances posi- 
tions of despair, to’ one of exhilaration. [| 
have lost positions and I have been dis- 
charged for one reason or another several 
times, but in every case what at the moment 
seemed to be a misfortune preved to be a 
real advantage to me. 

“Il began work on The Tribune by ‘sub- 
bing’ at the case. I did not give satisfac- 
tion for some reason and lost my place, but 
I was almost immediately offered the posi- 
tion of proofreader, which was an advance. 
l enlisted in a New Jersey regiment at the 
beginning of the war, but retired from serv- 
ice on account of poor health in 1863. [ 
almost immediately got a place on The Trib- 
une. I gave dissatisfaction in one depart- 
ment, but the result of it was that 1 was 
made one of the editors of the weekly Trib- 
une. After a year or two in this depars- 
ment I became city editor of The Tribune. 

“I presume I[ was a little hotheaded and 
impatient at times, although I always meant 
to be fair. I must have been in that condi- 
tion of mind when some one of the sub- 
ordinates brought to me a communication 
which I did not read. I was provoked be- 
cause just at that moment I was intensely 
occupied with some matter which would not 
tolerate interruption. I presume [ spoke in 
strong language. 

“To my intense astonishment I received 
notice a few hours later that I was dis- 
charged. No reason was given, and I sought 
none. I was told that I was discharged 
for subordination and profanity. It seems 
that the communication which was sent to 
me came from the managing editor, although 
I did not know it at the time. 

“Well, I went out upon the street a good 
deal more broken up than I revealed in my 
manner. A day or two later it occurred to 
me to drop into the office of The New York 
Sun and see Mr. Dana. I was brought into 
frequent contact with Mr. Dana when he 
was managing editor of The Tribune, just 
before the war, and I was proofreader. In 
some way I got the idea that Mr. Dana liked 
me, so I ventured to call upon him at The 
Sun office. It was only a little while after 
Mr. Dana had become the owner and editor 
of The Sun. 

“TI remember that when he admitted me 
the first thing that struck me was that Mr. 
Dana was wearing a black skullcap. I said 
to myself, ‘Dana must have grown bald since 
I used to know him in The Tribune office.’ 
But I forgot all about the skullgap in an 
instant, for | saw tkat Mr. Dana remembered. 
He called me by name and his greeting was 
very cordial. 

“IT said to him that I had called to see 
if I could get a place upon The Sun, I did 
not care what. ~ 

“*Why, Amos,’ said he in reply, TI thought 
you were city editor of The Tribune.’ 

“‘So I was until a day or two ago, but 
I have been discharged.’ 

“*What were you discharged for?’ Mr. 
Dana asked. 

“‘*Well,’ I replied, ‘the only reason given 
to me was that it was for insubordination and 
profanity.’ 

“‘Insubordination and profanity itn The 
Tribune office!’ said Mr. Dana. I saw that 
the idea amused him, for he knew wfat The 
Tribune office was. At last he said: 

“*Well, if you were discharged from The 
Tribune for that reason I think you are 
just the man I have been looking for here. 
I will put you at the managing editor's desk, 
for we need one.’ 

“So you see my discharge from The Trib- 
une led to my 
ential capacity and at a considerably larger 
salary on The Sun, where Mr. Dana always 
gave me a free hand,”

“You remember that about the time the 
split occurred between Norway and Sweden 
there was an undercurrent of ill-feeling in 
Hungary which caused the papers to imme- 
diately prophesy a_ similar split between 
that country and Austria. It was all caused 
by a simple incident; an Austrian minister 
—a firebrand, by the way, and a wholesome 
hater of Hungary—omitted to invite the» 
wife of a certain Hungarian minister to a 
society function, when by all the laws of 
etiquette she should not have been omitted. 
A feud immediately sprang up. The next 
week two of the minister's servants were 
mysteriously murdered and their bodies 
thrown into a laurel hedge in the minister's 
grounds. Then the feeling between the two 
races became rapidly so acute that the em- 
peror returned hastily from the imperial 
chateau at Schonbrunn and cast oil on the 
troubled waters. Had he been away from 
his kingdom, and thus unable to use his in- 
fluence, Austria and Hungary might have 
been at each other’s throats in two days, for 
the Hungarians had for some time past been 
secretly arming 


When He Dies. 


“No man, however brilllant a diplomat he 
may be, can succeed the emperor as far ag 
his hold upon these two nations ts concerned, 


and directly he dies there will be, politicians 
declare, a sharp move on the part of a cer- 
tain European empire in the north, or war 
between Austria and Hungary. It is not ill- 
health alone that binds the emperor to his 
palace so much as the fear that his absence 
from the territory will be like removing the 
buffer that keeps two enemies apart. 

“lt wonder how many secrets of such im- 
port that any of the biggest newspapers in 
Europe would pay a king’s ransom to secure 
a single copy for publication are. locked 
in that little egrioswood cabinet in the em- 
peror’s study! In that cabinet He all the 
secrets of the feud between Austria and 
Hungary. . 

“The House of Hapsbure has ever since 
his accession been absolutely dogged by dis- 
aster. Just before he ascended the throne. 
a maniac attacked him with a knife and 
inflicted such injuries that his life was 
despaired of. Then, nine days after his cor- 
onation at Budapest, his brother Maximilian 
was assassinated in Mexico. His sister be- 
came engaged to King Ludwig of Bavaria, 
but the match was broken off. And fortu- 
nately for the princess it was that the mar- 
riage ‘was never celebrated, for shortly 
afterwards the king lost his reason and 
drowned himself tn the Lake of Starenberg. 
But the princess did not escape; she married 
the Duc d’Alencon, and was burnt to death 
in the Paris bazar fire. 

“Everybody remembers that January 
night in 1889. when the news of the suicide 
of the Archduke Rudolf, the heir to the 
throne. spread through Vienna. Before the 
tragedy was many hours old it was known 
in the utmost corners of Austria-Hungary. 
I bought a paper in the street, and saw that 
the first report was that the archduke had 
been murdered and that the emperor had 
received a letter on the same day threaten- 
ing the crime. As a matter of fact, a letter 
an received in the royal household. The 
recipient was the Empress Elizabeth, and 
the letter that reached her was from the 
archduke, telling her of his premeditated 
suicide and the reason for it. But before 
any steps could be taken to prevent the 
tragedy the archduke was dead. Why the 
archduke took this step was only officially 
known to three people, the bereaved parents 
and the late pope of Rome. Finally came 
the assassination of the empress at Geneva, 
in 1898; and the tragedy of the Hapsburgs 
was complete.

Americus, Ga., April 20.—(Special.) 
The modern barn upon the model farm 
of Hon. Neil A, Ray, miles east of 
the city, was totally destroyed by fire

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| Watchfulness in Feeding” Will 
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Prevent Many Complaints 


|. That Are Often Dangerous. 


| No mother who feeds her child prop- 
}erly, sees to it that the food is pure 
}and wholesome and properly propor- 
tioned to the child’s age and condition, 
and who surrounds it with proper hy- 
gienic:conditions, need fear the month 
of May about which many have an un- 
necessary superstition, nor the first 
summer nor the second nor any other, 
regardless of whether teeth are coming 
or not. 

Here are some rules for the care 
of the baby, narticularly in the sum- 
mer season, which are indorsed by the 
Georgia state board of health. 

Feed your baby, if you can, from 
your own milk. It was intended for 
the baby and nothing will suit it as 
wefl or do more to preserve its health, 

If the child is well and healthy, and 
the mother cannot feed it, the best 
obtainable food is modified cow’s milk 
—modified and prepared under the 
pDhysicign’s directions t@ suit the age 
and condition of the child. 

Danger of Overfeeding. 
| Don't overfeed the child. The amount 
of food should always be reduced in 
hot weather. If on the breast, nurse 
it less often and give more water; if 
on the bottle, pour out one-fourth of 
the milk and replace it with water, 
then make the feedings further apart. 

Don’t feed a child simply because it 
‘cries: it may be only thirsty. Give 
it plenty of fresh, puwre drinking wa- 
ter. 

Dpn’t give vour child any solid food 
under 12 or 13 months of age. Wish- 
out teeth it, cannot be chewed and is 
bound to act as an intestinal irritant, 
nearly always causing trouble. The 
child should be weaned at the end of 
the first year. 

In feeding on the bottle, exercise the 
greatest care in securing fresh, clean, 
pure and wholesome cow's milk. Clean- 
liness and purity in the food cannot 
be too greatly emphasized. Modify it 
for feeding in accordance with the di- 
rections of your physician. 

‘Keep the bottles clean. Boil them 
after each feeding. When filled with 
fresh, modified milk, stop them with 
‘cotton and’ keep in a cool place until 
hneeded. Heat by placing the bottle, 
milk and all in warm water and Keep- 
ing on the stove until the proper tem- 
perature is reached; don’t pour the 
milk into another vessel for the pur- 
pose of heating. 

Keep the nipples clean. Wash aft- 
ter using and place them in a solution 
of boracic acid until needed. Then 
rinse one off and place it on the bot- 
tle. 

Don’t “dose” the baby. Too often 
children are given medicines or reme- 
}dies handed down bythe old “mgm- 
my”. nurse, that do much more harm 
than good. If the baby is sick, if it 
has a bowel complaint or fever, stop 
its food at once and get a dector as 
quickly as possible. Many babies are 
‘killed every year too much home 
“dosing.”’ 

Common Sense in Clothing. 

Don't overheat the child with flan- 
nels and heavy clothing. The cloth- 
ing should be Nght particularly in hot 
weather. After the child is three or 
four months old, the’ flannel band is 
unnecessary; it is uncomfortable in 
hot weather and often affects diges- 
tion. It is more sensible to Put On a 
light wrap mornings and evenings, if 
the weather is cool. 

Clive the baby its daily bath, at 
times. Lf the weather be verv hot, it 
will add to its comfort to sponge it 
two or three times a day with a little 
cool water. 

Don't keep the child in a hot, stuffy 
room. See that it has plenty of pure 
fresh air; to stay out in

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WEATHER CONDITIONS 
RULE COTTON MARKET 


Planting Coming to a Close and 
Chopping Is in Progress in 
Earlier Parts of Region. 


New Orleans, April 20.—Weather con- 
ditions over the belt and the struggle 
over the May position will be the most 
important influences in the cotton mar- 
ket this week, unless some very strong 
political developments come to light. 

The crop is now in the first critical 
stage. Planting is rapidly coming to 
a close, seed is germinating and in the 
earlier parts of the cotton region 
chopping out Is progressing fast. What 
is needed to bring the entire crop up 
to a good stand is bright, warm 
weather. with moderate showers at 
intervals of several days. 

Such are the conditions that would 
Be called perfect and such conditions 
would weigh against the price of cot- 
ton. On the other hand, lack of rain 
in those sections where the ground is 
to dry for seed to germinate, cold 
weather or too much rain, would en- 
courage the bull side. Cold weather 
would not only injure young cotton, 
but it would prevent seed from germ- 
inating and would tend to make it rot 
in the ground. Too much rain would 
prevent work in the fields and would 
encourage the growth of grass and 
weeds along with the young cotton. 

The struggle for the control of the 
May position in the markets on this 
side of the water may cause seemingly 
illogical price movements this week, 
If the weather does not show much 
change, one way or the other, it is 
that the May position may 4as- 
sume much importance, especially as 
it is tending to make spot owners in 
the south firmer than ever in their 
views regarding prices. In this con- 
nection it is probable that any sensa- 
tional bulges in old crop crops will 
be met by sales from spot owners in 
the south, who wil] seize favorable 
opportunities to hedge or to sell con- 
tracts with the view of tendering their 
holdings.

How U.S. Supreme Court Views 


Present Day Attacks On Courts 


Washington, April 20.—How the su- 
preme court of the United States, or 
at least one member of it, views the 
present day criticisms of the courts is 
Set forth tn a speech by Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, made public today in 
the form of a senate public docu- 
ment. Justice Holmes delivered the 
speech recently at a private dinner in 
New York. 

“Science has taught the world skep- 


ticism,” the justice said, by way of | 
preface, “and made it legitimate to pui | 


everything to the test of proof. 

“Of course, we are not expected,” he 
said, referring to the supreme court, 
“Not only are we told that when Mar- 
Shall pronounced an act of congress 
unconstitutional, he usurped a power 
that the constitution did not give, but 
we are told that we are the represent- 
atives of a class, a tool of the money 
power. I get letters, not always anon- 
ymous, intimating that we are corrupt. 
Well, gentlemen, I admit that it makes 
my heart ache. It is very painful 
when one spends all the energies of 
one’s soul in trying to do good work, 
with no thought but that of solving a 
problem according to the rules. by 
which one ts bound, to know that many 
see sinister motives and would be glad 
of evidence that one. was 
bad. But we must take such 
philosophically and try to see 
we can learn from hatred and distrust, 
and whether behind them there may 
not, be some germ of inarticulate 
truth.”’

in the constitution or the common law. 

“Judgwe are apt to be naive, simple- 
minded men and they need something 
of Mephistopheles,” observed the jus- 
tice. 

Justice Holmes concluded by saying 
as he grew old, he grew calm 
predicted that competition from 
new races will cut deeper in the fu- 
ture than workingmen’s disputes ant 
will test whether “we can hang to- 
gether and fight.” 

“T do not pin my dream for the fu- 
ture to my country or even to my 
race,” he said.
